My attention has been directed to an article in your publica- 
tions of July 31 and August 6, 1958. entitled “Coal Man Asks 
Freight Revisions." This article mentions three specific rate 
adjustmwHs, regarding which I would like to give you the facts. 

First, export rates on coalAs you probably know, Hampton 
Roads is one of the finest ports on the Atlantic Coast and is 
served directly by rails of the C. A D. Ry to Newport News, the 
N & W Ry. to Lamberts Point, and the Virginian Ry. to .Sewells 
Point, where these railroads own and operate efficient facilities 
for transferring coal from cars to vessels and supported by stor- 
age* yards capable of handling thousands of loaded and empty 
coal cars These three lines have a single-line haul to these port 
facilities and, in addition, the mines on these railroads are 



much nearer this port than are mines on the L. A N The freight 
rates on coal from mines on these railroads to these facilities 
for export naturally reflect their favorable location with rela- 
tion to these port facilities. 

From mine* on the L. A N. R R coal must be hauled over 
two railroads for longer distances than from mines on the C. 
A O., N. A W and Virginian, and, naturally, the freight rate 
must reflect this additional service. 

With the development of the overseas export coal movement 
in the last several years, we undertook to establish through 
rales from mines on the L. A N. R.R to Hampton Roads on the 
lowmt possible basis in which we could secure the conscurrence 
of the C. A O. From the Harlan Group the distance is much less 
than from the Hazard and Elkhorn Groups via Norton and the 
N. A W , and, because of this, we were able to work out a low- 
er rate from the Harlan Group than wo were able to work out 
from the Hazard and Elkhorn Groups. If we could have secured 
the conscurrence of our connections in any lower rates we 
would have done so Even then, what we did work out made 
it possible for some 8.000 cars of coal to move last year, which 
was largely coal which the mines could not sell elsewhere and 



which at least helped them get running time. 

In making freight rates it must be remembered that there 
are often practical and geographical conditions which dictate 
limits below which we cannot go; 

Since the obstacles to lower exports rates to Hampton 
Roads from mines on the L. A N. R R seem to be insurmoun- 
table we have tried to overcome the situation by publishing 
reduced export rates from the Hazard and Elkhorn Groups to 
Charleston, S C where the South Carolina State Ports Authority 
is now giving consideration to ways and means of constructing 
facilities for transferring export coal from cars to vessels. If 
this can be worked out, mines on the L. A N R R should be 
able to rompete with mines on the C. A O. and N. A W. R.R. on 
a much more favorable basis than at present when all are mov- 
ing their export coal to Hampton Roads. 

Second, rates on coal from the Hazard and Elkhorn Groups 
to the South— Apparently, the statement regarding this situa- 
tion overlooks the fact that over 5 years ago, in Supplement No. 
30 to L. A N. Tariff GFO 201-L, issued January 22, 1953, and 
scheduled to become effective February 25, 1953. wo published 
a full line of rates from the Hazard Group to all points in the 
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Southeast and Carlinas made 22 cents over tho then existing 
rates from the Harlan Group to reflect the additional service 
of around 150 miles. Coal producers on other railroads and those 
railroads petitioned the Interstate Commerce Commission to su- 
spend this publication. It was suspended and, after a complete 
hearing in which we did everything In our power to persuade 
the Commission to let tho rates go into effect, the Commission 
finally reached a conclusion and issued an order requiring us 
to cancel these rates because they were too low. This is tho 
reason Hazard does not have rates to the Southeast and Caro- 
lines today. 

Third, the rato from mines on the L. A N. R R. in Eastern 
Kentucky to Cincinnati, Ohio for river movement beyond We 
initially published rate of $1.59 to Cincinnati when for river 
movement beyond, not Including delivery on the river within 
the Cincinnati Harbor. We expected strong opposition to this 
rate and the restriction regarding the Cincinnati harbor was in 
an effort to minimize the opposition and to conform to the 
usual restrictions in connection with such rates.

Interstate Commwce Commission, and, after a hearing, the 
Commission decided to let the rate go in, but they required us 
to restrict the description to carbon coal only. Subsequently, we 
were able to modify the description to include 2" and under 
and have increased the rate to tho same extent that increases 
have been made on similar rates from C. & O. and N. & W 
mines to Huntington and Ceredo, W. Va. The movement under 
this rate has never been as great as was expected because of 
eome changes in economic conditions but it has been invaluable 
In moving a certain grade of coal which would have been very 
troublesome to the mines but for the existence of this rate. 

From this I hope you will agree that the L. & N. Railroad 
has done everything rt possibly could to advance the interest of 
the coal producers on its line, bearing in mind that transporta- 
tion is our business and we are just as interested as anyone in 
action which will produce traffic which we can handle. In this 
connection you may glad to know that on July 30 we filed prop- 
osal suggesting a reduction of 40 cents in the rate from mines 
on the L. & N. R R! in Eastern Kentucky to Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
on August 7, filed proposal suggesting a reduction from the 
same area of 60 cents per net ton to the F. M Tait Station and 
40 cents per net ton to the O. H Hutchings Station of Dayton 
Power and Light Company so that mines which we serve will 
be able to increase or maintain their shipments into these mar- 
kets in competition with coals moving via rail and water. 

We have recently made reductions in the lake cargo rates
